To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of 
seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter,  to  hold 
office  for  three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers, 
auditors,  or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year, 

7th.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  re- 
pairing highways,  for  repairing  and  building  bridges, 
for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for  building 
drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for  payment  of  the 
town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying  expenses 
of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  for  the  control 
of  the  white  pine  blister  disease,  for  the  payment  of  fire- 
men for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising 
within  the  town.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
water  commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  the  select- 
men, to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  mat- 
ter to  call  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advan- 
tages of  the  town  and  to  assist  on  planning  and  develop- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  the  town  in  co-operation  with 
other  towns  co-ordinated  in  the  Seacoast  Regional  De- 
velopment Association  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.

12th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  by  bal- 
lot on  the  following  question:  "Shall  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  171-A  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing 
games  of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  town?" 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  buy  a  suitable  machine  for  cleaning  the 
sewer  mains  and  to  appropriate  three  thousand  and 
one  hundred  dollars  ($3,100)  for  same. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  leg- 
acy given  to  it  in  the  will  of  the  late  Susan  M.  Buzell  for 
the  benefit  of  Robinson  Female  Seminary,  and  authorize 
Richard  Kent,  president  of  the  trustees  of  the  Robinson 
Female  Seminary,  to  execute  and  deliver  to  Albertus  T. 
Dudley,  trustee,  under  the  will  of  Susan  M.  Buzell,  a 
valid  receipt  for  same. 

15th.  On  petition  of  Noel  D.  E.  Bromley  and  ten 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  and  direct  the

Gentlemen:  Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the 
annual  audit  and  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Town  of  Exeter  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1950,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed 
are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

Scope  of  Audit 
Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Library 
Treasurer,  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court,  Trustees  of 
Swasey  Parkway  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  Wa- 
ter Department. 

Financial  Statements 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  Dec.  31,  1949  -  Dec.  31, 
1950:  (Exhibit  A-1) 
Comparative   Balance   Sheets   as   of   December   31, 
1949,  and  December  31,  1950,  are  presented  in  Exhibit 
A-1.     As  indicated  therein  the  Net  Debt  increased  by 
$376,979.28  during  the  year  1950. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition: 
(Exhibit  A-2) 
An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with 
the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1950,  are  presented  in  Ex- 
hibits A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  sum- 
mary (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $11,- 
990.08,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $9,- 
511.48,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $2,478.60. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  December  31,  1950,  made  up  in  accord- 
ance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  in- 
cluded in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  bal- 
ance, as  of  December  31,  1950,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit 
B-2. 

Statement  of  Bonded  Debt:  (Exhibit  K-1) 

A  statement  of  bonded  debt,  as  of  December  31, 
1950,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  con- 
tained in  Exhibit  K-1. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and 
cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  in- 
voices and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified. 
Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from    depository    banks.      Verification    of    uncollected 
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taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  tax- 
payers as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

General  Comments 
Current  Deficit: 

The  current  deficit  was  reduced  from  $12,060.53  to 
$9,331.32  during  1950,  as  shown  herewith:

An  appropriation  of  $12,060.53  was  made  in  1950 
to  take  care  of  the  1949  deficit.  This  was  more  than 
oifset,  however,  by  an  overdraft  of  $13,457.11  in  the 
overlay  account. 

Tax  Accounts: 

The  accounts  of  Collector  Richards  were  audited  for 
the  period,  March  28th  to  December  31st,  1950.  A  pre- 
vious audit  was  made  of  the  accounts  of  former  Collec- 
tor Comings  for  the  period  from  January  1st  to  March 
28th,  1950,  a  report  of  which  was  made  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  April  14th,  1950. 

Co7iclusio7i: 

The  accounts  of  all  town  officials  and  departments 
which  we  examined  were  found  in  good  condition  and 
the  accounting  procedure  conformed  to  the  prescribed 
methods. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of 
its  essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  an- 
nual town  report. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Exeter  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the 
audit.

Public  Library  Report 


Mrs.  Lena  Day,  a  member  of  the  library  committee 
for  twenty-six  years  resigned  from  her  office  in  Sep- 
tember. She  was  an  enthusiastic  and  faithful  member 
of  the  book  committee  and  served  as  secretary  for  many 
years.  Her  resignation  was  accepted  with  sincere  re- 
gret. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  two  gifts  this 
year.  Mrs.  Donald  Leonard  presented  us  with  an  exact 
replica  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Constitution  enclosed  in  a  glass 
case,  and  the  Claremont.  Besides  these  two  models  there 
were  a  submarine,  submarine  chaser,  destroyer,  and  oil 
tanker.  The  late  Dr.  Donald  Leonard  was  the  maker 
of  all  models. 

Mrs.  Burt  Folsom  gave  the  library  an  excellent 
framed  picture  of  Dr.  Alice  Chesley,  one  of  our  well 
known  physicians,  when  she  was  D.A.R.  regent  and  a 
picture  of  the  Daniel  Chester  French  World  War  Me- 
morial. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  process  of  cleaning  up  the 
attic  and  weeding  out  what  is  past  its  usefulness  has 
been  one  of  our  projects.  It  is  hoped  that  1951  will  see 
the  task  completed. 

It  has  been  one  of  our  aims  to  cooperate  as  much  as 
possible  with  the  schools.  This  year,  besides  having  the 
Junior  High  grades  come  for  instruction  we  invited  the 
teachers.  Two  afternoons  and  evenings  we  held  an  in- 
formal conference  with  the  result  a  much  better  under- 
standing of  our  problems  have  been  cleared  up. 

Circulation  has  continued  to  rise  in  spite  of  televi- 
sion which  we  felt  might  cause  a  decline.  Two  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  two  more  books  were  loaned  to 
patrons  than  last  year. 

In  June  we  started  a  complete  re-registration  of  all 
borrowers.  It  has  been  a  great  satisfaction  to  discover 
that,  to  date,  one  thousand  one  hundred  thirty-eight 
(1,138)  are  active  users  of  the  library.  Of  this  number 
224  are  Academy  and  Emerson  School  boys ;  473  are  on 
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the  inactive  list.    We  hope  that  they  will  join  the  ranks 
of  active  members  soon. 

The  staff  remains  the  same  as  of  the  previous  year. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  library  committee  and  staff  for 
their  continued  help  and  splendid  cooperation.

Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


The  Water  Commissioners  wish  to  present  to  the 
citizens  of  Exeter  an  account  of  the  first  six  months 
of  their  stewardship  of  the  Water  Department.  This 
half-year  of  town  ownership  has  brought  forth  many 
changes  in  the  structure  of  the  former  WATER 
WORKS.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Commissioners  to  so 
improve  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  to  the 
Town  that  all  water  users  may  be  benefitted,  particu- 
larly as  regards  health,  fire  protection,  and  convenience. 

In  order  to  show  what  new  construction  has  already 
been  completed  and  what  still  remains  to  be  done,  we 
are  attaching  hereto  a  report  to  us  from  our  Consult- 
ing Engineer,  Horace  L.  Clark.  This  shows  that  prac- 
tically all  of  the  contemplated  improvements  should 
be  completed  by  early  summer. 

A  study  of  the  financial  report  will  show  that  the 
amount  invested  in  maintainance  material  is  rather 
large.  The  Commissioners  felt  that  it  would  be  wise 
to  build  up  a  stock  pile  of  necessary  pipe  and  fittings 
to  care  for  future  needs.  As  a  result,  we  have  on 
hand  practically  all  the  materials  needed  for  several 
years  of  normal  expansion.  Fortunately,  these  were 
purchased  at  savings  over  present  prices. 

The  old  office  equipment  was  found  to  be  sadly  in 
need  of  replacement,  and  as  a  start  toward  a  more 
modern  office,  new  files  and  a  new  adding  machine  have 
been  purchased. 

One  of  the  improvements  contemplated  for  the  near 
future  is  the  cleaning  of  some  of  the  existing  mains. 
This  may  cause  some  inconvenience  to  water  users  due 
to  a  partial  shutting  down  of  the  water  supply  for  short 
periods  of  time.  Sufficient  warning  will  be  given,  how- 
ever, so  that  the  inconvenience  to  each  individual  will 
be  minimized. 

The  Commissioners,  also,  wish  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  all  other  Town  Officers  for  their  co- 
operation and  help.

Gentlemen : 

Since  the  purchase  of  the  Exeter  Water  Works  by 
the  Town  of  Exeter  on  June  30,  1950,  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  carry  out  the  important  program  of  im- 
provements as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Contracts  were  entered  into  for  the  purchase  of  the 
necessary  materials  as  soon  as  possible  and  most  of 
these  have  been  received. 

Standpipe 

Under  date  of  July  5,  1950,  a  contract  was  signed 
with  the  Pittsburgh-DesMoines  Steel  Company  for  fur- 
nishing and  erecting  a  1,000,000-gallon  standpipe  —  37 
feet  in  diameter  by  125  feet  high.  Foundation  plans 
were  received  in  September  and  after  due  considera- 
tion of  the  originally-proposed  site  on  Whitley  Road, 
sites  on  Kingston  and  the  Brentwood  Roads,  it  was 
finally  decided  to  locate  the  standpipe  on  the  Epping 
Road,  about  a  quarter-mile  toward  Epping  from  the 
Brentwood  Road. 

A  lot  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Tuttle,  an  access 
road  made  and  the  foundation  excavated.  Considerable 
trouble  was  encountered  in  leveling  the  bottom  of  the 
foundation  due  to  chunks  of  granite  which  were  found 
in  the  hardpan.  It  was  finally  decided  to  level  the  bot- 
tom with  concrete  and  about  50  cubic  yards  were  used 
for  this  purpose.  The  main  base  required  300  cubic 
yards  of  concrete  and  28,548  pounds  of  reinforcing 
steel.  This  was  poured  in  one  continuous  operation  on 
November  18,  1950.  The  weather  remained  mild  for 
three  weeks  after  the  concrete  was  poured  so  that  the 
concrete  had  a  good  chance  to  cure  properly. 

The  contract  for  the  foundation  and  grading  was 
awarded  to  the  R.  H.  White  Construction  Company  of 
Auburn,  Mass.,  who  sublet  the  contract  to  the  Lafay- 
ette Construction  Company  of  North  Hampton,  N.  H. 

The  steel  for  the  standpipe  was  received  between 
December  25,  1950,  and  January  15,  1951,  and  the  erec- 
tion crew  started  work  January  17,  1951.    The  erection 
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will  take  about  two  months  and  the  final  coat  of  paint 
will  be  put  on  after  the  weather  has  warmed  up  suf- 
ficiently to  ensure  a  good  job.  After  testing,  it  will  be 
ready  for  use. 

Well 

On  August  2,  1950,  a  contract  was  made  with  the 
Layne-New  York  Company,  Inc.,  to  drive  test  wells 
and  install  a  permanent  well  and  pump  of  at  least  500 
gallons  per  minute  capacity.  Test  wells  were  driven 
during  August  and  September  in  Oilman  Park,  on  the 
property  of  Daniel  Oilman,  near  Court  and  Crawford 
Streets,  and  back  of  Pine  and  Court  Streets.  The  most 
promising  site  was  in  Oilman  Park  and  work  on  a 
permanent  gravel  packed  well  was  started  in  Novem- 
ber.   The  development  of  this  well  is  still  underway. 

The  formation  of  the  ground  consists  of  ten  (10) 
feet  of  topsoil  and  sand,  thirty-seven  (37)  feet  of  clay 
which  will  prevent  any  surface  water  from  entering 
the  well,  and  twelve  (12)  feet  of  water  bearing  sand 
and  gravel. 

The  permanent  well  will  have  a  24-inch  diameter  cas- 
ing and  a  sufficient  length  of  screen  to  handle  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  well. 

Mains 

Cement-lined  cast  iron  pipe  was  ordered  from  the 
Warren  Pipe  and  Foundry  Company  the  first  of  July. 
Pipe  was  received  from  the  latter  part  of  September, 
1950,  to  January  17,  1951,  and  the  order  is  now  com- 
pleted. 

On  October  8,  1950,  the  contract  for  laying  the  pipe 
and  the  foundation  for  the  standpipe  was  awarded  to 
R.  H.  White  Construction  Company  of  Auburn,  Mass.  — 
the  lowest  bidder.  Construction  equipment  arrived  on 
October  14  and  work  was  started  October  16,  1950. 

Mains  laid  to  date  are  as  follows: 

1.  From  Portsmouth  Avenue  via  the  Pulver  develop- 
ment and  land  of  the  Exeter  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany to  Chestnut  Street  —  12-inch  main  —  1,812 
feet. 

This  line  will  run  across  the  string  bridges  to  Water 
Street,  but  was  not  finished  due  to  lack  of  some  of 
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the  material.  This  material  has  now  arrived  and 
the  remaining  760  feet  will  be  laid  in  the  spring. 
This  main  will  furnish  better  fire  flows  to  the  busi- 
ness district  and  the  Exeter  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany. 

2.  Bell  Avenue  from  Oilman  Park  to  Court  Street  and 
thence  along  Court  Street  to  Pine  Street  —  10-inch 
main  —  2,310  feet. 

This  line  will  connect  the  new  well  with  the  distribu- 
tion system.  The  line  is  not  completed  across  the 
Little  River  Bridge  and  the  last  few  lengths  to  the 
well  cannot  be  laid  until  the  well  is  completed.  About 
400  feet  remains  to  be  laid. 

3.  Railroad  and  Columbus  Avenues  —  A  10-inch  main 
was  laid  from  the  Front  Street  crossing  of  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  R.R.  along  Railroad  and  Columbus 
Avenues  to  the  Brentwood  Road  —  a  distance  of 
2,627  feet.    This  main  is  completed. 

4.  Epping  Road  from  Brentwood  Road  to  the  Stand- 
pipe.  This  calls  for  1,600  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  and 
was  not  laid  this  fall  due  to  lack  of  pipe.  The  pipe 
has  now  been  delivered  and  will  be  laid  in  the  spring. 

5  Pine  Street.  A  12-inch  main  was  laid  on  Pine  Street 
from  Front  Street  to  Court  Street  —  a  distance  of 
1,611  feet.  This  line  has  been  completed.  Calcu- 
lations showed  that  the  existing  6-inch  main  on 
Pine  Street  would  not  carry  the  water  from  the  new 
well. 

6.  Epping-  Road  and  Park  Street.  A  12-inch  pipe  was 
laid  from  Columbus  Avenue  across  Brentwood  Road 
and  Epping  Road  and  then  a  10-inch  pipe  was  laid 
along  Epping  Road  and  Park  Street  to  the  over- 
head railroad  bridge  —  2,056  feet  of  pipe  has  been 
laid  to  date  and  this  will  be  continued  across  the 
bridge  and  connected  to  Main  Street,  either  via  Cass 
Street  or  Water  Street.  By  laying  1,200  feet  more 
pipe,  this  line  can  be  connected  to  Main  Street  at 
Cass  Street. 

Originally  this  line  was  planned  to  run  along  Ep- 
ping Road  to  the  Main  Street  crossing  of  the  Boston 
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and  Maine  R.R.,  but  the  cost  of  tunneling  under  the 
tracks  was  found  to  be  prohibitive. 
It  would  improve  the  fire  flow  in  the  main  business 
section  of  the  town  considerably  if  this  main  was 
continued  down  Park  Street  to  Water  Street  and 
thence  along  Water  Street  to  Main  Street.  This  will 
require  an  additional  1,700  feet  of  10-inch  pipe, 
which  would  cost  an  additional  $12,000.  Funds  are 
not  available  for  this  in  the  original  program,  but 
should  be  appropriated  when  possible. 
The  work  of  laying  the  pipe  was  delayed  by  several 
heavy  storms  and  it  was  necessary  to  haul  gravel 
for  backfill  in  many  places.  The  Contractor  will 
resume  work  on  the  pipe  laying  as  soon  as  the 
weather  conditions  permit. 

Hydrants 

Additional  hydrants  have  been  installed  on  the  new 
mains  as  follows :  Court  Street,  1 ;  Bell  Avenue,  3 ;  Rail- 
road Avenue,  1;  Park  Street,  1. 

Pumps 

As  the  increased  elevation  of  the  new  standpipe  will 
add  approximately  20  pounds  to  the  working  pressure 
in  the  system,  some  changes  in  the  pumps  at  the  present 
pumping  station  are  necessary.  It  is  now  planned  to 
connect  the  existing  motor  driven  and  gasoline  driven 
pumps  in  series  to  serve  as  one  unit  and  to  purchase  a 
new  gasoline  driven  unit  for  a  standby.  The  contract 
for  this  pump  has  been  let  to  the  Worhington  Pump 
Company. 

Cleaning  Mains 

The  important  mains  in  the  system  will  be  cleaned 
this  spring  so  as  to  strengthen  the  fire  flow. 
Pump  House 

A  pump  house  will  be  erected  over  the  well  at  Gil- 
man  Park  after  the  well  is  completed .    . 

Altitude  Valve 

It  will  be  necessary  to  install  an  altitude  valve  at 
the  present  220,000-gallon  standpipe  to  prevent  it  from 
overflowing.  This  valve  has  been  purchased  and  will 
be  installed  after  the  erection  of  the  new  standpipe. 
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The  original  Improvement  Program  included  3,200 
feet  of  12-inch  pipe  and  7,500  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  —  a 
total  of  10,700  feet. 

Major  changes  were  made  in  the  final  plans  neces- 
sitating longer  pipe  lines  as  follows : 

1.  The  final  site  selected  for  the  1,000,000-gallon  stand- 
pipe  was  on  the  Epping  Road  instead  of  on  the  Whit- 
ley Road. 

2.  The  cost  of  tunneling  under  the  tracks  of  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Railroad  at  the  Main  Street  Cross- 
ing proved  to  be  excessive,  so  this  pipe  line  was  re- 
located to  cross  on  the  overhead  railroad  bridge  at 
Park  Street. 

3.  The  12-inch  pipe  line  on  Park  Street  was  included  in 
this  group  of  improvements  instead  of  postponing  it 
until  a  later  date. 

These  changes  have  increased  the  total  lengths 
of  pipe  to  5,800  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  and  8,700  feet  of 
10-inch  pipe  —  a  total  of  14,500  feet. 

Some  items  have  increased  in  price  in  line  with  the 
general  inflation  which  has  taken  place  since  the  out- 
break of  the  Korean  War.  Other  items  have  exceeded 
the  estimated  cost  due  to  conditions  encountered  or  due 
to  changes  of  plan.  To  date  the  allowance  for  Con- 
tingencies has  been  sufl[icient  to  cover  these  increases 
in  cost.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  program  can  be  com- 
pleted within  the  estimate,  which  I  submitted  to  vou 
under  date  of  September  1,  1950,  of  $197,150. 

The  accompanying  figures  show  the  estimated  cost, 
expenditures  to  date,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  finish- 
ing the  improvement  program. 

The  "Cost  to  Date"  figures  do  not  include  materials 
purchased  for  future  use,  but  only  those  now  incor- 
porated in  the  work.
